BOM Washington comes the announcement 


that plaas for the national Unemploy- 


ment Conference to be held this month are un- 
der consideration by the Administration. It Is 
-well that the Harding Cabinet ha% taken note 
of present industrial conditions, but it is with 
no hope that we look forward to solutions of 
OUF out-of-work problem thru process of law. 


When the cylinders get to missing in Bus- 


iness it has become habit to go to Congress, or 
to Legislature, or to whatnot to get a panacea. 
Canned panaceas for all our ills have been 
•written into statute books for decades, and 
these same statutes have become so volumin- 
ous, that even the Librarian couldn't find what 
was Jaw on this or that five years ago. 


When the cylinders of -an automobile get 


to missing, we usually seek a competent me- 
chanic and repair the machine. Some such 
sensible action might be good at this time. Ask 
any banker or business man what's the real 
trouble and we would rather rely on his ans- 
wer than the panacea that a lawyer, or a poli- 
tician would hand out. 


Keally, there is nothing so very wrong, ex- 


cept that the Government won't pay the rail- 
ways what it owes them, and thus put the rail- 
ways in a position to start buying needed 
equipment and making repairs. And so long 
as the Federal Reserve banking system prefers 
to pile up profits and keeps interest rates up," 
capital is going to seek new enterprises. And 
again so long as excess profits taxes penalizes 
a firm after it earns only what good bonds will 
pay, so long capital will not seek investment in 
business.. 


In brief, if Washington will reduce Federal 


, Bank rediscounte to around four percent; re- 


peal the excess profits tax; tax a man per 
$1,000 flat on all incomes above $2,500, re- 
gardless of the amount of income, then Bust- 
ness will step on the gas and unemployment 
will vanish. But politics would rather pass a 
law, put on an embargo, erect a high tariff or 
prosecute sg called trusts. This stuff appeals 
BO much stronger to the masses,, Kut it doesn't 
put Paw back to work and feed the baby,

ANY persons who imagine that they have 


met up with real hardships should con- 


template * the experiences of Americans who 
have just been released from prison in Soviet 
Russia. These six persons, deprived of every 
ordinary right and comfort which even" the 
worst American prisons are supposed to accord 
their charges, emerged from the vile Russian 
places of restraint ravenously hungry, reduced 
in flesh and their spirits almost broken. 


According to information, none of these 


Americans committed any crime against the 
Soviet government except that they were free 
with their criticism of the anarchistic regime 
;which has c*st millions of lives and will prob- 
;ably exact many millions more "before it is ov- 
erthrown and a stable government established. 


The tales that will likely, be unfolded by 


these Americans who Were victims of the

N an appeal made thru the advertisingtcol- 


umns of the press of the city to .citizens 


generally, the service department has adopted 
the plan that Has been advocated by this news- 
paper with persistence.

come from tax.es for street cleaning purposes 
Is inadequate to -carry on a program of suffic- 
ient magnJItude to keep the streets and alleys 
in a neat and tidy condition, the service depart- 
ment is asking citizens generally to refrain 
from littering up the streets with leaves or oth- 
er rubbish faked up. Citizens are also asked 
to refraint from burning rubbish on pavements, 
as it damagejspaving, curb and gutter.

Taking advantage of the service 'Of the' 


street cleaning department, too many persons 
have been and still are, expecting the city to 
pay 'tog cleanup service that is a part of their 
own duty as citizens and householders. Clean- 
ing up one's premises, hauling away ashes and 
other debris .should be looked after by the 
property owner or occupant. 


It is not fair or just that those who keep 


their own premises clean should be required to 
assist m paying the city to keep others' prem- 
ises cleaned up. There has been entirely too 
much laxity in this respect in the past. It Is 
high time to right about face. It is refreshing 
to note that at least a start has been made in 
the right direction.

OHIO'S HOME NEEDS 


A CCOKDING to figures made public by 
** State Building and Loan Inspector John 
W. Prugh, there was 170,000 Ohio families 
without homes. Prugb supervises 8.00 build- 
ing and loan associations in the state and is in 
a position to know something about the state's 
needs in that respect. 


On the basis of five persons to a famfly, 


which is accepted as the average, there are 
550,000 persons in Ohio who are living in ho- 
tels, apartments, flats and tenements and Oth- 
erwise than in homes. Therefore, one persofi 
in six in Ohio does not live in his own home. 


Prugh's figures emphasize the need of 


more Kernes in'this state. Building has been 
practically at a standstill for several years and 
the housing shortage has become a serious 
problem. There is only one remedy and that 
is in the direction of more building. Prugh's 
plan for meeting this need is to start a 'cam- 
paign that wHl divert the investment of money. 
from wildcat schemes that usually fail, to the 
financing of state-supervised building and loan 
associations, which pay a comfortable divi- 
dend. 


While Prugh's suggestion is recognize'd 33 


an excellent one, it should not be forgotten 
that there are other means of investment of 
money . also which will bring practically the 
same results. These may be obtained at recog- 
nized banks—opportunities for investments 
that would make available hundreds of thous- 
ands of dollars for building.
